Military authorities were of the opin- 
ion that if the Belgians could hold out 
at Liege, one of the sanguine battles 
of the war might be fought there. 

The Gazette publishes today what 
it says are the facts so far as known 
regarding the repulse of the German 
forces by the Belgians in the Liege 
disirict yesterday. The German losses 
are estimated at 8000 men, while the 
Beigians suffered far less. The al- 
leged rout of the German Seventh 
army corps is not confirmed in its 
entirety, however, says the 
which adds: 

“The Belgian Eleventh Brigade, aft- 
er successfully resisting the German 
attack, pursued the fleeing Prussians 
with: such energy that the general 
commanding the Belgians was obliged 
to order our troops to turn back, as 
they were getting outside the range 
of the guns of our forts. The enthu- 
siasm of our troops was magnificent. 

“A number of wounded Germans 
fled to Dutch territory and this gave 
rise to the belief that the enemy had 
been completely routed. They suf- 
fered, however, losses which are esti- 
mated at 8000. Our losses were rela- 
tively small. 

“At 4 o'clock in the morning the 
German Tenth Army Corps attacked 
the Chaudfontaine and Boucelles forts 
from the southeast, while their artil- 
lery bombarded the fort at Flemalle, 
on the opposite bank of the River 
Meuse, five miles southwest of Liege. 
The Belgians captured seven guns 
and several prisoners. 

“Proposals for the surrender of 
Liege have been again firmly re- 
fused.” 

ANTI-GERMAN FEELING. 


Anti-German feeling throughou 
Belgium has become intense 
many German residents were arrested 
today and charged with espionage. 
Every German found anywhere in 
the city is brought before the police, 
who have considerable trouble in pro- 
tecting the prisoners from attack by 
excited crowds. 

Patriotic enthusiasm here is ex- 
traordinary. Nearly all the citizens 
wear badges with the colors of Bel- 
gium, France and England combined. 
Thousands of women of all classes 
have been enrolled as Red Cross 
nurses and are awaiting the arrival 
of the wounded from the battlefields 
around Liege. King Albert has 
handed over his palace to the Red 
Cross Society and the Queen will act 
as u nurse. ; 

Many hotels also have been trans- 
formed into Red Cross statiofis and 
the citizens of Brussels have given 
up their carriages and automobiles for 
the transportation of the wounded. 

Public subecriptions have been 
opened for the relief of the families 
of those who have fallen in the fight- 
ing. . 

Belgian Boy Scouts while patrolling 
yesterday captured a German cavalry- 
man and arrested two German engi- 
neers, believed to be spies. 

At about noon yesterday the Ger- 
man infantry attempted to carry by 
assault Ft. Barchon, to the northeast 
of Liege. 

The attacking infantry crept up un- 
der cover of a heavy artillery fire, but 
the Belgian defenders reserved their 
fire ‘until the Germans had come to 
close quarters, when at a given signal 
the Belgians opened with a perfect 
hail of bullets from rifies and machine 
guns, which wreaked havoc among the 
Germans. The attackers soon lay in 
heaps of dead and wounded around 
the fort. 

One newspaper says the German

MONEY HELD BACK. 


Two million dollars intended as part 
of the Tennessee’s meney cargo, did 
not go. Bankers arranged that it be 
held here against money that may be 
drawn by the French Ambassador in 
Washington for the current needs of 
his government. The French govern- 
ment has deposited with J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., through their Paris house, 
Messrs. Morgan, Harje & Cc, 30,000.- 
000 francs (about $6,000,000) which 
has been placed to the credit of the 
French government. Explaining this 
arrangement, J. P. Morgan & Co., in 
a staternent today said: 

“This is considered a significant and 
encouraging sign as evidencing a 
mcvement on the part of foreign gov- 
ernments to establish credits in the 
United States. 

Morgan, Harje & Co. have arranged 
that a large portion of the $6,000,000 
shall be payable in gold in order to 
provide for the wants of travelers in 
Paris, this arrangement to be carried 
on in connection with the same grcup 
of bankers which is forwarding gold 
to London by the Tennessee for the 
same purpose.

The beginning of the end came at 
10 o’clock this morning, when Dr. E. 
P. Davis of Philadelphia, who had 
been called in for consultation, real- 
ized that the time for hope had 
passed. He toox the President into 
the Red Room of the White House and 
there, in a broken voice, told him 
the truth, Mr. Wilson’s face blanched, 
but he bore the shock well. He was 
informed that the end was only a 
} question of hours 

Mr. Wilson then took his daughters, 
Mrs. W. G. McAdoo, Mrs. Sayr and 
Miss Margaret Wilson, aside and told 
them of their mother’s condition. 
Until then they had thought there was 
a chance for recovery. 

From that time on the President 
and his daughters remained con- 
stantly at Mrs. Wilson's bedside. The 
President held his wife’s hand and the 
three daughters were grouped near 
by. Until she became unconscious 
Mrs. Wilson frequently nodded to one 
or the other and smiled cheerfully. 
During the day Mrs. Wilson spoke to 
Dr. Grayson about the. President, 
whose health she thought more about 
than she did of her own. 

HER LAST WORDS. 
“Promise me,” she whispered 
faintly, “that if I go you will take 
care of my husband—’” 

It wes the same touch of devotion 
which she had so many times re- 
peated—her constant anxiety naving 
been that the President might not 
worry about her or be bed in 
his official tasks. 

The President returned to the sick 
room from the last conference with 
the doctor, his three daughters lean- 
ing on his arm.

Mrs. Wilson was still 
conscious, but her strength had al- 
most departed and in a few minutes 
later she sank into the sleep of un- 
consciousness from which she never 
awoke. For three hours the Presi- 
dent and his three daughters gazed 
longingly into her eyes in the hope 
that she might speak to them again, 
but she could not.

Food remains plentiful in Paris

delivery wagons have been requisi- 
tioned for military purposes. 

In the great central markets there 
were large quantities of vegetables to- 
day, and push-cart dealera reaped a 
rich harvest, as they had the advan- 
tage over storekeepers whose vehicles 
have been taken by the military.

MISS EWALT COMES. 
Miss Ewalt arrived in Los les 
on the last day of December, 1911, 
and a short time afterward became 
acquainted with a man who his 
name was D. T. Kay, in one of the 
parks of this city. He pretended to 
be interested as a promoter of marble 
mines in Luning, Nev. He also told 
her that he was an agent of the United 
States secret service, and was pro- 
moting the mining proposition as a 
side issue. He showed Miss Ewalt a 
badge upon which was printed “U. 
S. Marshal.” The acquaintance con- 
tinued a short time, when La Rae 
disappeared, telling the woman that 
he was going to El Paso on business. 
He said that San Francisco was his 


Ewalt from San 
Francisco telling her that he had been 
awarded the contract to furnish mar- 
ble for the new postoffice building in 
that city; that he had to put up a 
cash bond of $250, and he needed 
$110. The woman believed him, and 
sent all the money she had, about 395. 

Later on La Rae came down from 
San Francisco and made another loan 
from the confiding woman, and it was 
during this visit that he took her down 
to the railroad yards in Los Angeles 
and showed her a carload of Chinese 
which he said he was deporting into 
Mexico. Being a guard in the service 
of the Southern Pacific, he was able 
to show her the contraband identifi- 
cation cards, and that made his story 
appear plausible.

- BORROWS FROM FATHER. 

Under promise of marriage, it is 
alleged that La Rae induced Miss 
Ewalt to write her father in Ohio, 
and he loaned him at one time $200 
and at another time $800, La Rae giv- 
ing his notes for the money. About 
March 1, 1913, La Rae had Miss Ewalt 
return to Ohio, he agreeing to go 
there and marry her and bring her 
back to California. In May, 1913, La 
Rae appeared in the little town of 
Shelby, showed the elder Ewalt a box 
sup to contain samples of mar- 
ble, and while there borrowed an ad- 
ditional $200, and $50 from Miss 
Ewalt—he needed a little spending 
money, he said. 

He went East from Shelby, later re- 
turning to Ohio, saying he was on 
his way to Chicago, where he ex- 
pected to pick up a lot of Chinese_and 
take them to New York for deporta- 
tion, winding up his little talk by bor- 
rowine $20 from Miss Ewalt. La Rae 
left apparently for Chicago, and many 
letters between them. Later 
he informed Miss Pwalt that he would 
soon return and marry her. He went 
back to Shelby, but did not fulfill his 
promise, claiming that he was called 
away on government business. He 
borrowed $300 from the girl's father 
and left on that alleged business. 

The last letter Miss Ewalt received 
from him was dated Los Angeles, May 
27, 1918. There are in possession of 
Miss Ewalt and her. father about 100. 

When arrested a blazing four-carat 
imitation diamond ring was taken 
from La Rae.

jurisdiction of any vessel intended to cruise 
or carry on war as above, such vessel hav- 
ing been specially adapted, in whole or in
